THE OVERLAND EXPEDITION TO INDIA. 

This expedition, in which so much interest has been felt, has, 
we are sorry to say, proved a comparative failure. It will be 
remembered that a number of gentlemen started from Shang- 
hai in the month of February last, intending to proceed to India 
through China and Thibet. From time to time we have re- 
corded the details of their progress, In our last report* this 
“ great overland party” had reached Kwei-Chow-Fu, a distance 
of 1,200 English miles from Shanghai. From thence we learn, 
by this mail, that thoy proceeded to Wan, from whence, being 
unable to obtain coolies or auimals, they continued their course 
by the river to Chun-King, which they reached on the 28th 
April, Here the Tartar General refused to see them, and the 
French Bishop, who has been a resident in the Province of Se 
chuen for twenty-five years, warned them that there was a plot 
on foot to murder them, However, through his assistance they 
were enabled to procure a guard, but no assistance whatever 
was rendered them, and they were compelled to submit to great 
extortions. It appears that in this part of the country nothing 
had been heard of the Treaty. 

They now passed several large cities, all more or less closed 
from fear of the rebels, and arrived at Sui-chow on the 18th of 
May. Here they found an army of braves encamped outside 
the city, nominally for its protection, but such was the in- 
subordination of the soldiers that they were actually fighting 
among themselves, and the gates were closed against them, 
The travellers, too, could not gain admission, but were informed 
by the Prefect that if they wished to see him they would have 
to be pulled over the walls in baskets—an honour which they 
declined. To add to the unpleasantness of their position, the 
Prefect informed them that they could not possibly proceed 
either by land or by water, as the whole country was in the 
hands of the rebels, 

Their only chance now was to reach Ping-shan, and find to 
some outlets from thence, but on arriving at that place on the 
25th May, they could neither obtain coolies, animals, or 
boatmen, and on requesting permission to remain there until 
they could receive a reply to a letter they had despatched to 
the Viceroy at Ching-tu, relating to their difficulties, 
the “people declared that if they did not clear out 
within a certain time they would fro on them. Tho 
next day they returned them the letter to the Viceroy which 
they would not forward, and carried their threat into execution, 
without, however, doing any damage, That night the city was 
attacked by rebels, and the travcllers were fired at and attacked. 
‘They then retreated to Sui-chow, and finding the obstacles to 
their journey insuperable in the present disturbed state of 
the country, they returned to Shanghai, which they reached on 
the 9th July, 

The object of the expedition has not, therefore, been accom- 
plished, but there can be uo doubt that much valuable informa- 
tion has been acquired, which will turn to good account in the 
future, and we shall await with considerable curiosity a longer 
and fuller account of this important expedition.

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JAPAN. 


Mr. Alcock has carried out his determination, as mentioned 
in our last issue, to make the overland journey from Nagasaki 
to Kanagawa. It is satisfactory to know that the enterprise 
has been in the highest degree successful Mr. Alcock was 
accompanied by Mr. de Witt, Netherlands Consul-General ; 
Mr. GS. Morrison, British Consul at Nagasaki ; Mr. Gower, 
of the Legation; and last—not least—the artist of the Z//us- 
trated London News, 

In spite of all the warnings the travellers had received of 
the perils of tho journey, it was accomplished safely and 
pleasantly, notwithstanding a slight annoyance from the 
Yakonins who accompanied them on their route. For 
this, however, the magnificent scenery through which they 
passed must have afforded ample compensation. Several towns 
‘and villages were visited which presented, in appearance at 
least, every sign of prosperity and contentment. The most 
interesting of these was Osaka, which is described as “the 
Paris and London of Japan, the seat of trade and luxury ; an 
enormous town, intersected throughout with large canals, lined 
with magnificent warehouses, and spanned by innumerable 
bridges.” Twenty miles from Osaka is the flourishing port 
of Hiogo, “with a splendid beach frontage for forcign ware- 
houses, pretty country for villas, and ample space for exercise 
and recreation.” The North China Herald, from which we 
have quoted, adds that the opening of Hiogo and Osaka will 
be the key to the trade of Japan, and to intimate association 
with the poople, 





CHINA, 
PEKING. 


‘There is little news of any importance from the metropolis 
of China. 

The efforts of the Prussian Minister to negotiate a treaty 
with China have proved unsuccessful. The mission, it is said, 
has “retired from the capital under embarrassment.” 

According to the Peking Gazette, the Imperialists have been 
gaining more victories, and several thousands of the insurgents 
have been slain, but it is very doubtful how much truth there 
is in this statement. 

‘A memorial appears in the Peking Gazette wherein Tan 
Foke, prays the Emperor to remit the amount due for 
Customs at Tien-tsin last year; and this for the reason 
that from the fourth month, when the French and Eng- 
lish appenred in the vicinity, even until the second month 
of this year, the total amount reccived was only 2,252 taels, 
whereas in ordinary years the return was at least 40,000 taels, 
Many of the native vessels were pressed into the service of the 
Allies, it is affirmed, and while such was the state of things the 
prints of merchants’ footsteps could not be seen on the soil. 


‘TLEN-TSIN. 

In conscquence of the departure of General Jamin for France, 
General O'Malley has assumed the command of the French 
troops here, and will for the present also fill the post of Com- 
mander-in-Chief of His Imperial Majesty’s forces in China. 
Gencral O'Malley arrived in China as Colonel of the 102nd 
Regiment, and was promoted for acts of bravery and ability 
during the campaign, 

The Russian caravan reached Tien-tsin on the 26th June, 
too late a date for any further information respecting it to be 
received by this mail, 

Chinese reports state that the native Exchequer at this port 
is in a state of bankruptcy. 


THE YANG-TSE-KIANG. 

By the latest advices trade was reviving at Hankow, in which 
city confidence was being restored. A number of foreign ves- 
sels were in port, which presented a cheerful appearance of 
bustle. The insurgents have been warned not to approach 
the city. The prosperity of Hankow, if it prove permanent, 
will soon begin to be felt in the commercial world, especially 
at Canton. 

Some difficulty has arisen at Hankow of a kind not new to 
English merchants in China, Attempts are being made on the 
part of the Chinese there to conduct business on the old 
“Hong” system, and the Consul has, therefore, issued a notifica- 
tion stating that by the fifth article of the Treaty of Nanking, 
the Emperor abolished the practice by which British merchants 
trading at Canton had been compelled to deal exclusively with 





— 
the Hong merchants, and enjoining all British merchants to 
abide by the treaty. 

No communications of any interest have been réceived from 
Kiu-kiang or Chin-kiang. Tho latter place looks, it is said, 
quite forlorn and deserted. 

SHANGHAI, 

‘Trade is reported as very dull at this port, and this is pro- 
bably owing in great measure to the incursions made by the 
Rebels on the surrounding neighbourhood, the country they 
hold being a complete desert. The Imperial soldiers were said 
to be quite unable to cope with them, but the latest report 
under date of July 18, states that they have retired to Chia- 
ting, upwards of twenty miles to the west. 

The comet, which has lately excited so much interest in 
Europe, was first seen at Shanghai, on July 3rd, at 7 Pat. near 
the small star A in the Constellation of Ursa Major, with a tail 
reaching over 60 deg. of the heavens. Dy 11 P.M. of the 5th, 
it had reached a point in Declination 66 deg. 63m. N,, Right 
Ascension 11h, 28m. 34s. with a length of tail of 47 deg. to 
the south, At 8 ra, July 12th, it had reached the Declina- 
tion of 57 deg. N. aud Right Ascension 14h, 5m., near x in 
Ursa Major, thus having travelled through 2,346 miles of 
Right Ascension and 591 of Declination in a west and southerly 
direction in seven days. 

The North China Herald states that certain Europeans were 
reported as lying off Sung-kong in a precarious state, from 
wounds received in au engagement between the Rebels and Im- 
perialists, and that H.M.’s gunboat Flamer having gone in quest. 
of them had returned without success. 


NINGPO. 

‘An attack of the Rebels was constantly dreaded here by the 
Chinese officials. No improvement has been effected in the 
Custom House arrangements and the carrying trade was fast. 
being transferred to native bottoms. 

‘A body of Imperial troops, about 2,000 strong, ill-condi- 
tioned, and badly equipped, had arrived at Ningpo. 


HONG KONG, 

The Governor of Hong Kong started on the 17th July 
with Vice-Admiral Hope, on a trip to the North of China aud 
to Japan, and was not expected to return for two or three 
months, The Hon. Mr. Mercer acts as Deputy-Governor dur- 
ing his absence. f 

“The American squadron has been recalled by the United 
States Government, and Flag Officer Stribling, being a 
Southerner, has been superseded. ; 

The trial of the seven deserters from H.M.’s 99th Regiment, 
on two distinct indictinents for murder, took place on the 19th 
July. On the first charge, which was that of blowing out the 
brains of a shopkeeper who remonstrated with them on robbing 
his premises, one of the prisoners named Irving has been 
convicted of manslaughter, and sentenced to four years’ im- 
prisounieut, while bis comrades are acquitted. The second charge 
is the murder of a mandarin, who, in au attempt, on the part 
of some villagers, to capture these deserters, rushed out 
to prevent a disturbance, was shot through the heart, The 
prisoners were declared “ not guilty” on this second count ; a 
strange decision, if we may judge from the details of tho 
evidence ; but as deserters they will be brought before a court 
martial for their military offences. 

The Overland Register defends the collection of tho Imperial 
Customs’ revenues by foreign agency, on the grounds that it 
will be the means of protecting our merchants, by putting down 
smuggling, and also that thus only shall we be able to re- 
imburse ourselves for the money which we have expended upon 
the late wars in this quarter of the world in order to induce 
our Chinese neighbours to listen to common sense, 

From the same journal we extract the following -— 

« The following is an approximate account of the present distribution 
of the missionaries of Protestant Societies in Chin Beginning south in 
Canton province, we find seventeen at the provincial city, one at Shaou- 
kung-foo, five at Swatow, and five or six German missionaries in the dis- 
tricts of San-on and Tung-kun, lying to the north-west of Hong Kong, and 
about twenty-eight at five or six Principal stations in this province. Amoy 
comes next as we travel northward, Ten men are there whose labours 
extend to various large cities in the south part of the Fukkeen province. 
‘At Foochow eight are in active work amongst 600,000 inbabitants, with 
extensive tracts of country open to their efforts; say eighteen in the Fuk- 
keen province—then in ihe Chi-kiang province at Ningpo ten or twelve 
are to be found. Inthe Kiang-su province, about twenty-three are to be 
found at Shanghai. In the newly-opened province of Shan-tung, five are 
already at Cheloo and two at Tang-chow. ‘The province of Chi-li has 
six at Tien-tsin, To Hankow in Hoo-peh two have recently gone, and 
one is at Nanking, Thus seven or eight provinces have been entered 
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already. Calm reasoners on passing events will not hastily charge Pro- 
testant missionaries with lack of effort in scattering themselves in various 
directions throughout China. Yet the latter should aim at every province, 
and if Protestant churches have not their agents in every province of 
China before five years have beved away, they will not come up to the 
full measure of faithfulness to the Redeemer, whose name may now be 
proclaimed everywhere inthis land. It devolves on missionaries to point 
out to their respective societies how they can disperse themselves with ad- 
vantage over this greatest of all mission fields.” 

A notice appears in the Government Gavette that on the 
departure of Mr. P. Campbell from China, the Directors 
of the Corporation have appointed Mr. William Lamond 
until farther notice, to be Acting Manager and Prin- 
cipal Officer of the Oriental Bank Corporation in China, and 
Mr. John McDouall to represent the Bank at Shanghai as 
Acting Agent there. : 

Mr. W. H. Alexander has been appointed acting Chief 
Magistrate. 

The following announcements in reference to firms have been 
made :-—Mr. W. B. Varco has established himself at Honam as 
Tea Inspector, and Mr. G. Simpson at Canton. Mr. Jahangheer 
Framjee Buxey has joined the firm of R. H. Camajce aud Co. 

The barque Napoleon was sold by auction on 9th July, to 
Messrs. S, P, Hall and Co, for the sum of $3,750. With her 
various stores the amount became about $5,000. 

CANTON. 

Preparations for the withdrawal of the troops in garrison at 
Canton are in active progress. Already the artillery are be- 
ginning to remove their guns. 

Tho Poon-yu magistrate at Canton has been sentenced to forty 
days’ imprisonment and subsequent banishment from that city by 
the Allied Commissioners, for express (lisobedience of their orders 
warning him against the employment of cruel practices. The 
revolting facts of the case are very simple of narration. Three 
men who had endeavoured to escape from gaol, were by the 
magistrate’s orders submitted to the Kok-wai torture, which 
consists in smashing the ancle bones, and in the perpetration 
of other excruciating practices; and it so happened that the 
poor wretches were discovered in their agonies by the 
commandant of constabulary. An attempt was made to 
obtain the remission of the punishment, and several 
petitions in his favour were forwarded to the Al- 
lied Commissioners, They therefore issued a proclama- 
tion to the people of Canton, giving the details of the case, 
stating that the use of torture is not only revolting to the 
minds of all civilised people, but also opposed to the laws of 
China; that the orders they had issued on the subject had 
becn disregarded by the magistrate, and that they were deter- 
mined to inflict on him o punishment sufficiently exemplary to 
deter others from following his example. 

The Friend of China has a long article on this proclama- 
tion, and avers that, notwithstanding the greatness of the pro- 
vocation, the propriety of punishing the Pwan-yu is doubtful, 
since it may lead to recrimination at a time when we are not 
in a position to resent its effects. 





SIAM. 
BANKOK 


The Kalahome, or Prime Minister of Siam, left Bankok with 
his suito in three steamers on the 18th July for Singapore, 
where they arrived on the 29th. The visit was not of an official 
character, but simply a pleasure excursion, The steamers con- 
tained a number of Siamese notabilities and several ladies, and 
the Singapore papers inform us that the noblo visitors have 
been making extensive purchases, and that the ladies have been 
gratifying their taste for millinery. The second and fifth sons 
of His Majesty the First King of Siam are among the voyagers, 


The Singapore Free Press, has the following :— 

“ Any one familiar with Bangkok in 1856, when the English Treaty 
came into force, aud revisiting it in 1861, when the trade has been open 
fo five years cannot fal to see great changes and some improvements 
Spacious foreign stores and neat foreign houses ornament the part where 
most of the foreigners reside; the British consular buildings look impos- 
ing, if not handsome; a huge ungainly building, brisk jets of steam and 
the whirr of wheels reveal the one steam rice mill, and this, with numbers 
of litte steamers rushing noisily about, shows that steam has gained some 
footing in the country. There is more traffic and stir in the river, and 
there is doubtless a freer circulation of money among the common people, 
as might be expected from the fact that the quantity of rice sent from the 
country has increased from an average of about 200,000 piculs a year 
before 1856, to nearly 1,500,000 piculs already in 1861. But the actual 
improvement of the country is not ao great as these signs would indicate, 
and far short of hal ight reasonably be expected from the marvellous 
fertility and other natural advantages of the country, and from the freedom 








j of trade conferred by the foreign treaties, The foreign premises look 


prosperous, but the number of firms has latterly been reduced, and those 
who remain tell of diminished business and smaller protits, 

“The British Consulate ought to exercise a powerful and beneficent 
influence in the county, but at present its chief functions seem to be those 
of restraining unruly Jacks and settling small squabbles between dusky 
British subjects. 

“ With miles of paddy fields all round, the one steam rice mill cannot 
be kept constantly going for want of the grain to'work on, 
which to the uninitiated would bespeak vast commercial activ 
the most part mere toys. There is amung the nobles a steamer mania, 
but, it might as well be a tulip mania, for all the benefit the country 
derives from their multiplication—they are the playthings of the nobles, 
not the tools of the country’s work. 

“ The cultivation of rice has been greatly extended, but there is no 
corresponding increase of other products. Sugar, pepper, cotton and 
cocoanut oil are either stationary or are falling off fast. In the case of 
sugar it is an ascertained fact that the prices obtained this year are not. 
remunerative to the manufacturers. If we inquire as to the causes of this 
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real backwardness, amid apparent advancement, we find thit the chiof 
hindrance to the country’s prosperity is that the people are ground to the 
earth with taxes, and that these taxes are so contrived as to press most 
There are market taxes. taxes on 
Ev 


overpoweringly on the poorest classes. 
bouts, taxes on fireplaces, taxes on every conceivable thing. 

a poor man uses, every act of his life pays toll to the taxyath 
not allowed to catch prawns in the river, he must buy them from the 
farmer, and it is said that there is now a tax on sh en to the 
universality and the all-pervadiug character of the taxes imposed, is added.

“ It is not for us to pronounce how far the foreign consuls would be 
justified in protesting against the imposition of new taxes as being opposed 
to the spirit of the treaties and even to the letter of the British ‘Ireaty, 
which states in Article VIII—¢ Articles of export, from the time of pro- 
duction to the date of shipment, shall pay one impost only, whether this 
be levied under the name of inland tax, transit duty, or duty on cxporta~ 
tion ;’ and, further, ‘it is distinctly agreed that goods or produce, which 
pay any description of tax in the interior, shall be exempted from any 
further payment of duty on exportation ;” but it seems to be quite within 
their province to urge on the King and on the Government the deep 
injury inflicted, not only on trade, but on the country itself and on the 
very Tevenue by oppressive taxation; and it is confidently believed in 
Bangkok that such a representation, even from the British Consul alone. 
would have immediate effect. They might also do something towards the 
modification of the Corvée by which three months of the year must be 
given by every labourer to the service of the King without a cent. of . 
remuneration. © Failing success in these matters, the Consuls miht urge 
on the Government that if it is to deserve the name it should do some- 
thing more than impoverish the people. 

“At present the only purpose of public utility on which the revenue 
appears to be expended is in the building of war steamers, This is so far 

4. But there is already force enough (as our readers may see for 
Hreaelves, when the small flect arrives in Singapore, which, by last 
accounts, was about to start from Bangkok to convey the Prime Minister), 
to enable the Siamese to overawe the subject states in the Malay Pen- 
insula, and against European nations the friendly commercial relations 
which will spring from a liberal policy will be a better security than a host 
of gunboats. 

« Beyond these efforts for the defence of the country and the support of 
courts of justice, none of the acknowledged duties of’ a Government are 
performed, No public works are in progress, The bar at the mouth of 
the river, which experienced men say might, with comparatively little 
outlay, be rendered passable by vessels of any size, still prevents any but 
the smallest craft from taking their cargoes on board in the river; the 
present channel is not even buoyed, and a lighthouse at the entrance of 
the river is talked of but not built. 

“The crecks which intersect the country, which were made in darker 
times, by less civilised Governments, and which, by atiording cheap water- 
carriage, form one of the great sources of the country’s wealth, are allowed. 
to fill up and the traffic is impeded, ‘The bridges are neglected, and arey 
in many places, in ruin. Roads cannot yct he said fo exist, but the 
excellent paved footpaths, built and carefully kept in order by former 
Governments, are often, even in the neighbourhood of Bangkok, almost 
impassable, to the great inconvenience of the poorest iuabitants who 
cannot afford to use boats for their small errands. 

“ By attending to these matters, by looking to the breeding of the 
buffaloes, owing to the scarcity of which, caused by the late murrian, much 
rice land has to be uncultivated, and by granting every facility and 
encouragement to those who would introduce kuropean machinery, and 
$0 obviate the scarcity of Siamese labour, the Siamese tiovernment would 
increase its revenue, promote the well-being of its people, and give real 
Prosperity to the country; and by introducing such measures the King 
would confirm the reports of his liberality and enlightenment which have 
reached distant countries,”

evidently mistook the Zadger for a trading craft, as the sam. 
pans were cast off and gave chase. They were allowed to come 
within a short distance, when a few rounds from the Badger’s 
twelve pounder caused them to discover their error, and they 
lost uo time in rejoining the larger prahus, which then bore 
away in the direction of Tanjong Sirik, These prahus had 
white cloth sails, shaded like the latteen snils used by trading 
craft, instead of brown sails as formerly, and the change is evi- 
dently intended to entrap unwary traders by inducing them to 
think the pirates are peaceful trading vessels like themselves.” 


JAVA, 

Dates from Java are to the Ist August. The heavy and 
continued rains were producing much damage on the sugar 
estates, and not less to the second crops of rice, rendering the 
efforts which were being made in the previously inundated 
districts to avert the threatened scarcity by replanting the 
fields of no avail. The numerous planters in the interior can- 
not send down their sugar and coffee to the coast from the com- 
plete absence of the means of transport, The rice which the 
Government wishes to send to those places where a total want 
of food prevails can scarcely be taken there from the same 
cause; and even when this difficulty is overcome, in some cases 
the cost of transport is equal to the value of the article con- 
veyed. It has been proposed to apply the unexpended portion 
of the subscriptions for the relief of these districts in pur- 
chasing draught cattle and carts, in order to facilitate the 
transport of provisions for the next few months, when the fa- 
tine may be expected to be most severe. , 

‘The rebellion in Banjermassing has not been put down, and 
accounts state that Major Schuak’s expedition against Antas- 
sari, the leader of the insurgents, has proved unsuccessful. Out 
of ninety men of whom the column was composed, six were 
Killed and upwards of thirty wounded. On the difficult return 
march the diminished column for the last two days were en- 
tirely without food. The cause of this misfortune is not at- 
tributable to Major Schuak or his brave band, but only to the 
chiefs of Kutei and Becompay having withheld the assistance 
which they had promised. A great fault in the operations in 
Banjermassing is said to be made in scattering the troops in 
parties in isolated posts, so that no movable army can be 
formed ready at any moment to take the field. 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

The first exhibition of the Singapore Agri-Horticultural 
Society took place on the 27th July. The tent containing the 
plants was well filled, and was gaily decorated with bouquets 
of cut flowers from the Society’s garden and from exhibitors. 
Among the contributions of the latter were several very taste- 
fully-arranged vases, containing orchids and other rare and 
showy varieties of flowering plants. There was a good display of 
plants in pots, a number of which were seat by natives, Tho 
dahlias and chrysanthemums wore in full flower and very 
healthy. The vegctables exhibited were good, and consisted 
of cabbages, lettuce, endivo, celery, capsicums, cucumbers, and 
pumpkins. Two collections of English green peas were on the 
table, and were quite equal to home grown. A pot of fine 
parsley also testified to what can be done in tho way 


of growing English vegetables in the tropics. Under | > 


date of August 6, the Singapore Free Press has the fol- 
lowing :—“The appearance of the Siamese steamers, now in 
Singapore, off the coast of the peninsula, must no doubt have 
greatly alarmed the Rajah of Tringanu, as he is at present in 
astate of incipient rebellion against the King of Siam, who 
claims to be suzerain of that State. The cause of the difference 
‘we understand to be the following. Some time ago the ex-Sul- 
tan of Lingga addressed a letter to the King of Siam, which 
ho requested the Rajah of Tranganu to forward to Bankok, 
‘The Rajah declined to comply with this request, and tho 
letter was forwarded direct by the ex-Sultan, no doubt accompa- 
nied by a report of the refusal of the Tranganu chieftain to 
take charge of it, Some high Siamese officers were then sent 
to Tranganu with a letter demanding an explanation. The 
Rajah is said to have received the officers very cavalierly, while 





he put the letter aside without opening it and sent no answer 
to it, This conduct naturally gave great offence to the Siamese 
Court, and hence, no doubt, the rumours we have lately heard 
of hostile proceedings being meditated by the Siamese against 
‘Tranganu.” 

Intelligence had reached Singapore that the pretender to the 
throne of Pahang, Inchi Wan Ahmet, has been totally defeated 
and driven from his fortified position at Kwanton. 

Considerable excitement has been caused at Singapore in 
connection with an inquest held on the body of Mr. Thomus, a 
clerk in the service of the P. and 0. Co. The jury returned a 
verdict of natural death, and the corpse was duly interred. 
For some reasons not very clearly defined, it is stated that the 
Resident Councillor ordored the body to be exhumed for post- 
mortem examination by three medical men in the service of 
the Government, who confirmed the verdict of the jury. 


PENANG. 

The Mohurrum passed off quite quietly, the adverse parties 
never once coming in direct collision. This ever-irritating 
contact was cleverly evaded in various directions by the vigi- 
lance and judicious arrangements of the police, who, accom- 
panied by the Deputy Commissioner of Police, paraded the 
town all night, and in all directions. Just at one epot, in the 
vicinity of the Chowrusta Police-station, the partisan animosities 
of the followers of the Prophet broke loose, and bricks and 
bottles whistled in the air, but there was not much damage 
done, 

On the 21st July a daring act of piracy was committed by 
some Malays off Pulo Reemoo, On that night a Chinaman, re- 
siding at Permatang Dammerlout, accompanied by his servant, 
was returning in his boat to that place from town, when off Pulo 
Reemoo, a Malay boat with seven men in it, came down upon 
and boarded the Chinaman’s boat. Two men held the servant 
down whilst the rest attacked his master, wounding him in the 
neck and side, They then decamped with all the property 
on board, after depriving the Chinamen of their sails and oars, 
and anchoring their boat in the vicinity of the island, with the 
intent, no doubt, of preventing them from going ashore and 
giving the alarm to the police. At three on the following 
morning the Chinaman’s servant saw and hailed a Chinese 
boat which came to the rescue and took the Chinaman ashore. 
The wounded man was immediately taken to his home where 
he lingered for a day, and then died. The attacked party had 
no arms, whilst the Malsys were all armed with knives and 
krisses, 


The Penang Argus, in relating this affair thinks it advis- 
able that a vessel should immediately have been de- 
spatched to Pulo Reemoo to show the “promptitude of the 
authorities,” and adds, by way of encouragement, that “tho 
scenery is remarkably picturesque.”

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA—EXPORTS. 


SHANGHAI.—TzEA.—Black: There is nothing of interest to report in 
this market, and only 600 chests of common to very low kinds of Congou 
‘have been settled during the fortnight at 16} to 23 taela. The stock con- 
sists of about 3,000 chests Hoochow and common Congous, and 1,000 low 
flowery Pekoes. Greens: About 4,500 half-chests of the new Pingsueys, 
which appear to be of good quality, have arrived, though buyers are dis 
inclined to make offers or give them much attention et present on account 
of the teamen asking the very high rate of 98 to 40 taels proportion, 
Settlements for the fortnight are 9,834 half.chests China and 568 half 
chests Japan teas, and the stocks 2,500 half-chest old and 4,500 half- 
chests new China tea, and 2,500 half chests Japan tea. 

Foo-cow-Foo.—The rates for common sorts, which were rather at a 
downward tendency by our previous advices, have since been nearly re- 
covered, as a few days afler the mail left buyers came forward, and a good 
‘business has been done during the fortnight. Prices for medium and 
good kinds have been fully maintained. Settlements: Congou, 21,200 
chests, 13,100 half-chests, 1,000 boxes, at 6 to 18.4 taels; ordinary and 
broken leaf, 14.5 to 20 tnels; good common to flavoury, 21 to 29 taels; 
Souchong Kinds to good. Souchong sales 9,700 chesta, at 19 to 94 taels 
for common to fine—stock 13,700 chests. Oolong sales, 2,000 half. 
chests at 14.5 to 22 taels for inferior to fine cargo—stock 46,000 half- 
chests. Pekoe sales, 770 chests at 20.5 to 38 taels for common to finest — 
stock 2,200 chests. Scented tea sales, 5,300 boxes at 19 to 30 taels for 
common to fine—stock 4,000 boxes. Total arrivals, settlements, and 
stock of new season's Congou to date are, market teas 164,900 chests, 
sales 100,300 chests, stock 64,600 chests, contract teas 18,600 chests ;

‘Astoy.—Sinco the departure of last mail Congous have opened a 
prices about $2 under those of last year, and in consequence of an active 
mand, rates have advanced $1 to $2 per picul, but we scarcely think 
they will be maintained.

chions, bulwarks on port side carried away, besides the hole_in her side. 
The Taffarette came back into harbour under suil, but the United States 
steamer Saginaw got under steam and towed the Harrict and Jessie into 
harbour on the same day. A court of inquiry has been held, and the 
Taffarette pays all expenses.

FRANCE. 

Despatches have been received at Toulon from Cochin-Chins. 
They stato that 500 or 600 Annamites had suddenly attacked 
a French establishment on the frontiers, placed under the pro- 
tection of M. Vial, a midshipman. This officer having but 
twenty-five sailors to defend the place entrenched himself in a 
fortified rcedoubt, where he made an obstinate defence. The 
enemy, equally determined, approached so closo that the 
French succeeded in killing two of the most forward chiefs who 
led the attack. The loss of their leaders produced a panic 
among the Cochin-Chinese, and they fled, leaving thirty-eight 
dead and wounded on the ground. The midshipman received 
a lance wound in the thigh, which is not considered dangerous. 

The Government has already sent out materiel to Cochin 
China for the construction of lines of electric telegraph. 

Rear-Admiral Bonnard, the new Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief of the military and naval forces in Cochin China, left 
Paris on the 8th inst. for Toulon. He will hoist his flag on 
board tho steam frigate Eldorado, which will convey him to 
Alexandria, At Suez the Forbin awaits him to convey him to 
Saigon, where Vice-Admiral Charner will duly instal him. It 
is said that before proceeding to China he will pay a visit to 
Batavia.

Accounts from Kiachta state that the newly-appointed 
Diplomatic Minister at tho Court of Peking, Colonel Balasek, 
aide-de-camp of the Emperor, had crossed the frontiers, and 
‘was procecding to the Chinese capital. According to oriental 
custom, the act of his crossing the boundary line at the Chinese 
town of Maimatschin was celebrated in due form, In the suite 
of the Ambassador was the Governor of Kiachta, and they were 
accompanied by the officers of their staff, the principal mer- 
chants residing there, the division of military invalids doing 
duty as frontier custom-house guards, and followed by a Ssotnie 
of Cossacks and a battalion of infantry of the linc, with their 
standard, In front of Maimatschin tho procession halted, and 
the Ambassador reached the Mongolian frontier station, accom- 
panied only by the Governor of Kiachta and the squadron of 
mounted Cossacks, who soon after returned, leaving the further 
duty of safely escorting the diplomatic Colonel to Peking to the 
Ckinese local authorities. 

The same letters report the departure of the sixth caravan to 
Mongolia, and the seventh to Ourga. The relations with the 
Chinese authorities continue to be of the most amicable and 
satisfactory description, with constant exchanges of little pre- 
sents, invitations, and the like courtesies. 


An Imperial Ukase published in the Russian journals of this 
city directs the translocation of the frontier custom-house from 
Kiachta to Irkutzk. The transfer is to take place on the Ist 
of October next, and a temporary commission is appointed to 
wind up tho outstanding asscts and liabilities of the old custom- 
house at Kiachta, 

Admiral Count Putiatine, who was so eminently successful in 
negotiating and concluding the State treaties with Japan and 
China, is appointed Minister of Public Instruction, retaining, 
however, his honourable office of Aide-de-Camp General to the 
Emperor. 

An archimandrite has been hitherto at the head of the 
Ecclesiastical Mission at Peking, but it is now decided to place 
it under the care of a Bishop ; and Pater Gouri, who has resided 
a long time in the Chincse capital, is sclectcd for the dignity of 
being the first Russian bishop in China. The connection for- 
merly existing between the Cossacks who were taken prisoners 
in the seventeenth century at Albasin, and who formed a dis- 
tinct and separate troop in the body-guards of the Bogdochan, 
will now be re-opened with their native country. Some of 
them were expected to arrive at Kiachta, where they were to 
undergo a course of religious instruction by the Bishop of 
Irkutzk, preparatory to their being admitted into the bosom of 
the Greck Orthodox Church by baptism. ©

kopecks per Russian Ib, Notwithstanding the difference of 
duty, it is anticipated that tea from England, via St. Peters- 
burg, will come cheaper than the overland tea, and this fear 
was influencing the sale of tea at the Nishni fair. About 
12,000,000 Ibs. of tea are said to be sent vid Kiachta annually, 
partly by caravan and partly by boat, and are usually six 
months on the road. The railway from Moscow to Vladimir, 
about half the distance, is now open. The remaining 220 versta 
or 130 miles, are in course of construction, and if funds were 
available might be completed for the fair next year. There is 
good steam communication on the Volga, as also on the 
Caspian Sea. 


HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, Sept. 9. 


In conformity with the Royal Decree published in the 
Staats Courant, the present Session of the States General was 
closed on the 3rd inst. by the Minister of the Interior in 
the name of the King. 

The new Governor-General of Netherlands India, after a 
parting audience of the King and the several members of tho 
Royal family, quitted the Hague on the 31st August for his 
distant post. The New Rotterdam Courant of the Ist Sept. 
says :—“ His Excellency, the newly-appointed Governor-General 
of Netherlands India, Baron L, A. J. W. Sloet van de Beele, 
accompanied by his family and suite, arrived here this after- 
noon at two o'clock by train from the Hague, and embarked at 
half-past five on board tho General Steam Navigation Com- 
pany’s steamer Cologne for London, en route for Southampton, 
from which port he will proceed by the China mail steamer, on 
the 4th inst., for Alexandria, and thence by the Overland route 
to the seat of Government.” The Baron has therefore changed 
his original plan, for it was generally understood to be his 
intention to embark at Marseilles. 

Last week the youthful Prince Willem Alexander Karl 
Hendryk Frederick of the Netherlands, the youngest son of the 
reigning Sovereign, was named Knight Grand Cross of tho 
Order of the Netherlands Lion, and at the same time received 
his commission as Second-Lieutenant of the Rifle Battalion of 
the Regiment “ Grenadiers and Rifles,” forming part of the gar- 
rison of the Hague. The young Princo was born on the 26th of 
August, 1851, and has therefore just completed his tenth year. 

Mr. P. Blecker, M.D., first-class medical officer in the East 
India Service, has received the Royal licence to accept and 
wear the decoration of Commander of the Order of Philip the 
Magnanimous, conferred on him by the Grand Duke of Hesse 
Darmstadt. 

The King has appointed the following gentlemen to be offi- 
cers of the First-Class of the Civil Service in Netherlands 
India :—W. K. Baron van Dedem, D. Koorders, D. J. Wolter- 
beck, J. Rousquet, and P. Deketh ; and to be officers of the 
Second-Class of the same service :—Messrs, F. J. Baron d’Aunil 
de Bourouill, E. L, Elias, E, A. Engelbrecht, J. W. Obdam, N.

The appointment of Rear-Admiral J. May to be commander- 
in-chief of the Dutch naval forces in Netherlands India, vice 
Rear-Admiral G. Vogelpoot, is now officially gazetted. 

By Royal Decree of July 8 the following rewards are con- 
ferred for the expedition to the South and East Division of 
Borneo, and the landing in Kapoeas River, on the 28th of 
April, 1860 :—to be Knights of the Fourth-Class of the Military 
Order of Willem, nine officers and privates of the Infantry, and 
one private of the Artillery.

It is asserted here that our neighbours the Belgians have 
purchased from the British Government the sovereignty of the 
Solomons Islands, with the intention of forming a penal colony 
there ; for which purpose an expedition has been sent out from 
Antwerp to make the needful surveys and take the preliminary 
steps. Many people here pretend that the above-mentioned 
islands by no means belong to Eugland, aud maintain the claim 
of sovereignty on the part of the King of the Netherlands. 

It is now officially notified here that the bi-monthly mail to 
China and the East will be continued as heretofore, but with 
increased rates of postage. The latter, however, only applies 
to letters sent via Southampton, which now cost 1 florin for a 
single letter, inetead of 70 cents as formerly, whilst the charge 
for correspondence sent by way of Marseilles remains unaltered. 
At the same time notice is given that in consequence of an 
alteration in the days of departure of the steamers from Triesto 
to Alexandria, letters sent that way are now received at tho 
Amsterdam Post-office one day later than hitherto, viz, up to 
the 7th and 23rd of each month. But even then that route 
cannot compete with Marseilles for the outward correspondence, 
es letters by that route need not be posted here before the 9th 
and 25th of the month,

‘The Gazette contains a notice that preparations are being made for the 
distribution of the amount awarded for the destruction of pirates in the 
China seas on the 25th of February, 1858, by Her Majesty's ship Alyerine 
and two boats of Her Majesty's ship Calcutta. 

The Furious, 16, paddle, Capt. 0. J. Jones, after an official inspection 
by Capt. H, Broadhead, commanding Her Majesty's ship Asia and the 
Reserve at Portsmouth, was paid off under the superintendence of Capt. 
R. Cook, of Her Majesty's ship Victory. Medals and gratuities for good 
conduct were given to Sergeant Stephen Palmer, Royal Marine Artillery 5 
John Furlong, chief petty officer, and Charles Murphy, quartermaster. 
The Furious, although many of her crew have been at times invalided, 
has had but four deaths on board during her commission; and while in 
the China seas generally showed a lighter sick-list than other vessels on 
tho station. She was commissioned in March, 1857, by Capt._ Sherard 
Osborn, C.B., now commanding the Doneyal, and sailed from Plymouth 
Sound on the 4th of May following for Hong Kong, with a convoy of 18 
gunboats, two despatch boats, and the Hesper screw store-ship. 


The 13 gun screw steam ship Niger, bt Peter Cracroft, from the 
Australian station, has arrived at Woolwich to be stripped and paid off. The 
‘Viger was commissioned at Woolwich, in May, 1856, by Capt. the Hon. 
A. Cochrane, now commanding the Warrior, who was invalided home in 
September, 1858. The Niger has been what is termed an exceedingly 
comfortable ship, but disease has created sad havoc among the officers and 
crew, 80 of the old hands only having returned to Woolwich. Out of the 
whole number, 180, 40 have died from the effects of the climate, &c., and 
60 were invalided home. The first lieutenant, Arthur J. Villers, and six of 
the crew now on board, were wounded in the war in New Zealand, and one 
marine was shot dead. The kindness and consideration of Capt. Cracroft 
for the invalids and suffering sick is spoken of by all on board in terms of 
grateful acknowledgment. 

‘The discharge of time-expired men, as well 28 of those who, from long 
service in India, China, and the colonies, have been rendered unfit for 
further service, still continues at Chatham. On the 3rd no less than cighty- 
four non-commissioned officers and men of various cavalry and infantry 
regiments, all of whom had previously undergone an examination by the 
medical staff at Fort Pitt, and had subsequently been inspected by the 
Commissioners of Chelsea Hospital, left St. Mary's Barracks and re- 
ceived their full discharge from the service. At the'same time thirty men 
of different corps, who had been sent up to Chatham to be discharged, left 
the invalid establishment, and proceeded to their various depots, the ex- 
amination of them having satisfied the authorities that they were fit for 
further military service. 

General Lord Clyde, G.C.B., and Major-General H. Eyre, command- 
ing the Chatham district, have proceeded to Prussia forthwith, to be pre- 
sent at the great reviews, 

Captain Freeth, R.A., attached to the department of Inspector of Ar- 
tillery, is under orders to proceed to Jersey, to inspect the guns and forti- 
fications of the Channel Blends At Al ferney the rte at the 
mouth of the harbour are progressing satisfactorily.

In this month’s Army List the 19th, 20th, and 21st Hussars are in- 
cluded; also the 101st’ Royal Bengal Fusiliers, 102nd Royal Madras

Only the last three 
regiments are new ones, as the inscriptions on the colours of the others are 
particularised. It is generally supposed that the Colonels will be ap- 
pointed from the British Army, though this scarcely seems probable when 
one looks over the names of general officers at the eud of the Army List, 
at present serving in the Indian Army. 

‘he death of General Francis Moore has occurred since our last publica 
tion. He expired on 23rd Aug., having long headed the list of Generals, and 
being senior to any of the same rank by twenty-one years, as he was 
raised to the rank of General in 1890, and the present senior General was 
not appointed till 1851, 

It is intended that Commissions in the Corps of Yeomen of the Guard 
shall not in future be purchaseable, but be obtained only by merit. Those 
at present in the corps who wish (o retire will have the value of their com- 
mimsions handed to them by the Commander-in-Chief. 

The iron steam frigate Defence, 22, 6U0-horse power, steamed into 
Chatham Harbour on Saturday, from the Tyne. Although with. 
out a single spar or an inch of canvas set, she steamed as steadily, 
and was as easily managed. asa river steamboat. The engines were never 
once stopped until the Shipwash was reached at 12 p.o1. on Friday, twenty: 
six hours after leaving ‘Tynemouth, the distance run during that time 
being two hundred and ten miles, the steamer never once being at full 
speed. 

With a view to reducing the deductions from pay to which the soldier 
is now liable for the renewal of part of his clothing, the Secretary for 
War has been pleased to approve of the undermentioned additional articles 
of clothing being issued at home and in the colonies :—One pair of boots 
annually to the cavalry, one pair of unbooted cloth trousers biennially to 
all mounted service and Artillery; one pair of serge trousers biennially to 
the Foot Guards and infantry of the line; one pair of boots annually to 
every non-commissioned officer and soldier of infantry corps, and Artil- 
lery, who now receive only one pair. These articles will be issued in 
addition to the clothing at present supplied to the several arms of the 
service, All bootings will in future be lied biennially only. These 
arrangements will take effect from the lstof A il, 1862, 

Accounts from Toulon state that a telegram been received there on 
the 2ud inst, from the Minister of Marine, commanding a complete 
change in the distribution of the troops and naval stores embarked on 
board the steam frigates Ulloa and Eldorado, which were about to sail for 
Alexandria. The troops were to proceed thence to Cochin China. The 
orders for sailing were given when the despatch arrived commanding that 
the departure of the troops should be suspended until farther instructions,

PROGRESS OF BANGKOK. 
* Tue Siamese Ambassadors in visiting Paris will not have felt 
satisfied with simply enjoying the amusements and inspecting 
the “lions” of the French Metropolis. We shall be glad to 
hear that on returning to their own country the knowledge they 
may have acquired from their European teachers has been 
turned to practical account. Yet the obstacles arising from 
their total ignorance of European customs and languages are 
too great to lead us to expect any considerable advantage from 
this visit. Their ambition may be somewhat roused, their 
faith iu Siamese politics a little shaken, but on the whole we 
suspect that their curiosity has been largely satisfied at the ex- 
pense of any more valuable result. The chief Ambassador to the 
French Court has not been at liberty to visit this country, to 
which his subordinates have paid a flying visit. If from France 
they might learn much which would be of service to them on 
their return home, we, of course, as Englishmen, believe that 
they might have learnt still more, that is of political significancy, 
from the condition of this country. Their own land has certainly 
greatly improved since the Treaty with England in 1856, 
But we agree with the writer of an article in the Singapore 
Free *Press, which will be found in another column, that, 
though much has been done at Bangkok during the last five 
years, the advance made has been by no means so rapid as wo 
were justified in expecting. “The people,” he says, “are ground 
to the earth with taxes, and these taxes are so contrived as to 
Press most overpoweringly on the poorest classes ;” and he sug- 
gests, as a remedy, the interference of the Foreign Consuls, 
Possibly such an interference would prove of service; but, on the 
other hand, the King might resent any advice from such a 
guarter as an intrusion, and we could not well blame him if he 
did. If any action is taken in the matter, the utmost tact and 
the most conciliatory manner will be required. It is difficult 
for those who are not on the spot to estimate all the obstructions 
which surround the path of a Consul in the Far East. We at 
least, will not venture to pronounce dogmatically on the wisest 
course to be adopted at Bangkok, but the writer of the article to 
which we have referred deserves our thanks for having drawn 
public attention to an important subject. 

















MR. ROBERTS AND THE REBELS. 

THE apology for the Chinese Rebc!s which Mr. Roserts, the 
American Baptist Missionary, hasaddressed to the public through 
the columns of the China Mail, is extremely unsatisfactory. 
This missionary has fostered the cause and its leaders from the 
beginning. We cannot therefore be surprised that he should be 
anxious to defend it now, when he occupics a stated position in 
Nanking as a fellow-worker with the arch-revolutionist himself. 
We will not quarrel with his argument that polygamy is the 
lesser of two evils, since he acknowledges that it is an evil, 
and does not deny that it exists in the practice of the Tai-ping 
King and his followers. But we suspect that some feeling of 
parallelism lurks in his mind between the practices of the 
ancient patriarchs with regard to polygamy, and the acts of tho 
Israelites in their wars of extermination, since in both respects 

38 evidently anxious to excuse the Tai-pings. In attempting 
to justify tho Rebels Mr. Ronrnts perverts Scripture and ignores 
opinon sense. Ho produces texts from the Old Testament 
S00Uut the destruction of those nations that will not servo the 





Lorn ; he believes that the Chinese have proved, through along 
course of years and centuries, that they will not serve the Lorp; 
therefore, he says, let them be destroyed. “Would it not be 
“ better,” he writes, “in the highest sense of the word, for half 
“ the nation to be exterminated, if the other half would thereby 
“ Jearn righteousness?” If, indeed! but it may well be doubted 
whether the abominable atrocities committed by the Tai-pings 
will teach righteousness to a people, and there can be no ques- 
tion at all that we have no authority either for doing evil that 
good may come, or for defending those who do it. That TZEN 
Wane’s ravings are utterly blasphemous, we have demonstrated 
by quotations in our journal, and that the acts of the: Rebel 
Chief are as bad as his principles, is proved from the intelli- 
gence that reaches us by every mail. That good may be the 
final goal of all this ill we will not deny, but we utterly repu- 
diate Mr. Rozerrs’s right as a Christian Missionary, or our own 
right as a Christian people, to abet the Rebel movement in the 
hope of this ultimate advantage. 





THE APPROACHES TO THE AMOOR. 


Our readers will remember a letter from Captain Krex, 
a translation of which appeared in our paper more than two 
years since, giving a description of the navigable channel lead- 
ing to the Amoor, and complaining of the inaccuracy of the 
charts and inefficiency of pilots* ‘This letter was widely cir- 
culated, and, coupled with the loss of several vessels by ship- 
wreck in 1859, induced the insurance companies to increase 
the premiums upon vessels sailing to the Amoor. At the 
present time these premiums amount to 6 per cent, and 
seriously interfere with the development of our trade with the 
Amoor and Eastern Siberia generally. 

Our attention has been called to this subject by a semi- 
official article which has recently appeared in the Hamburger: 
Bérsenkalle, and from the facts contained in that article as well 
as from information derived from other sources, we are convinced. 
that these high premiums cannot with any justice be sustained. 
The channel leading to the Amoor is scarcely to be called diffi- 
cult, and is certainly not dangerous. It has now been marked 
out with buoys and beacons. Excellent charts have been pub- 
lished, and with due precautions accidents have become all but. 
impossible. Even the disasters of 1859 cannot be said to have 
arisen from difficulties of navigation, but are due to quite 
different causes, as a consideration of each separate case will 
show. In that year thirteen vessels arrived out, three of 
which, the Melita, St. Innocentius, and Orus, were lost by ship- 
wreck, whilst a fourth, the Theodor and Julia, suffered damage 
by being blocketl up in the ice. 

The American bark Melita, Captain Pout, arrived in De 
Castries Bay in July, and aftera few days stay continued her voy- 
age to Nikolayevsk. During a strong breeze she was cast upon a. 
sandbank, near the island of Sakhalin, and in the general con- 
fusion an anchor was thrown out before the ship had become 
settled. The waves lifted her up, threw her upon the anchor, 
and she sprung a leak, and filled with water, All hands were 
saved. In a report addressed to the Russian Government, it is. 
stated that if Captain Ponts had not thrown out his anchor pre- 
maturely, the ship would not have leaked, and might have boen 
got off the sandbank at high-water. Captain Pous, however, 
toclear himself from blame, ascribed his misfortune solely to 
the difficulties of navigation, 

‘The Russian bark S. Innocentius, Captain Larssen, anchored 
at the end of September in De Castries Bay. The vessel 
was consigned to the Amoor Company, but they neglected to 
send an agent to the Bay to point out a safe anchorage, and 
Captain Lassen anchored in an exposed situation. A few days 
afterwards a violent north-easterly wind blew direct into the 
bay, the cables broke, and the ship was thrown upon the rocky 
coast. In this instance, also, no human life was lost. As the 
Annocentius had uot proceeded beyond De Castries Bay, its loss 
cau scarcely be charged to the dangerous navigation of the 
Amoor. 

The third case is that of the Russian bark Orus, Capt. Prora, 
The Orus arrived in De Castries Bay in the beginning of 
October, and in spite of the advanced season waited there nearly 
a month for orders from the Amoor Company, to whom she 
was consigned. The Company had sent neither clerk nor pilot 
to receive the ships expected from Europe, a precautionary 
measure observed by all private merchants established at

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Nikolayevsk, and doubly necessary in this instance, on account 
of the lateness of the season. At length, Captain Prorz re- 
solved to go to Nikolayevsk, to procure the necessary orders, 
On his arrival, a consultation was held in the house of the 
Governor, Admiral Kazaxevics, and he was ordered to proceed 
to the Seven Islands, in the Gulf of the Amoor, where the 
Government steamer America would meet him to lighten his 
vessel. This order was given at a time when ice hed begun to 
form in the Liman. The Orus, however, left De Castries Bay, but 
on nearing the Seven Islands one of the floating ice-blocks cut 
her bow, and she began to leak, At that critical moment the 
America hove in sight, and towed the sinking vessel upon a 
sandbank. The damage sustained by the Orus caused her, how- 
ever, tobe abandoned. There is not the least doubt that the 
Company alone were responsible for this loss. Had the advice 
of competent persons being taken, the Orus would have been 
gent to Hakodade to winter, instead of orderiug her to the 
Liman. 

The fourth accident, that of the freezing-in of the Danish 
brig Theodor and Julia, Captain Henze, had also nothing to 
do with the navigation of the Amoor, but must be ascribed to 
the procrastination of the owners, who detained the vessel for 
nineteen days before they discharged her, and thus lost the 
time during which the ship might have got away in safety. The 
Theodor and Julia sustained, however, but trifling damage 
from the occurrence, and left in the spring for Shanghai with a 
cargo of ice, 

Considering these circumstances, we may well wonder at the 
high premiums demanded, and atthe assertion recently made that 
it is intended to raise them still higher. The Insurance Com- 
panies owe it to the commercial world to publish their reasons 
for these extraordinary charges. The Russian Government has 
done much, as we have said before, since the commencement of 
1860, to render navigation free from danger, and under these 
circumstances, all concerned in the Amoor trade are justified in 
the hope of seeing the rates of insurance lowered. 


THE FAR, EAST AND THE INTERNATIONAL 
EXHIBITION. 


Axrnoves it is yet somewhat early to be able to report defini- 
tively what is likely to be done towards the due representation 
of the products and industry ofthe Far East six months hence at 
the International Exhibition, still from the official advices already 
received we are pleased to learn that some movement has been 
made, aud that those distant countries will not be alone repre- 
sented, as in 1861, by the chance contributions of a few home 
exhibitors, 

There are, fit is true, difficultios in the way of obtaining 
regular organized collections through officially-appointed Go- 
vernmental commissions from Siam, China, Japan, &e, as 
the matter is little understood by nations out of the pale 
of ordinary civilization. Still, through the aid of our 
Consuls and Merchants much jhas already been done in ar- 
yangements and preparations sinco we last noticed the aub- 
ject. This individual energetic action is the more necessary 
because the Straits Settlements are not likely else to be 
represented at all, and the vast eastern trade that centres at 
the great entrepét of Singapore will have no special collection, 
unless it be made by the Merchants themsclves. Since British 
India and her dependencies has passed over to the administra- 
tion of the Crown, such a system of retrenchment has been 
pursued, that it is scarcely probable that even a grant of a 
few hundred pounds will be accorded. Old John Company, 
on the contrary, with all his faults, certainly lost no oppor- 
tunity of displaying to the public eye the wealth and produc- 
tive resources of India. In this respect there was no short- 
coming on the part of the East India Company, and thou- 
sands of pounds were judiciously voted in obtaining samples 
of manufactures, raw materials, and everything calculated to 
convey an idea of the resources of our vast Indian Empire. 
Now the Government are looking only to the economical view 
of making revenue and expenditure balance, and we can expect 
no} such splendid displays of Indian products and manu- 
factures as graced the Exhibitions of 1851 and 1855. It has 
been only by the merest chance that the valuable Indian 
Museum, now on view in Fife House, Scotland-yard, was not 
consigned with the old India House to the auctioneer’s ham- 
mer; but though saved from this there is neither chance of 
development nor due arrangement. 








Leaving this subject, we now proceed to give a resumé of 
the information already to hand, indicating the display that 
will be made of Eastern products. Sir Hercues Rosinson, 
the Governor of Hong Kong, reports, that he has given 
publicity to the various papers issued by Her Majesty's Commis- 
sioners for the Exhibition, and that he has nominated the 
following gentlemen a local committee to consider the repre 
sentation of the Colony, on the occasion :—Mr. Mxrcer, Colo- 
nial Secretary, Chairman; Mr. J. J. Mackenzre (Messrs. Dent 
and Co.), Mr. J. D, Gms (Messrs. Gres, Livnrasrox, and 
Co), Mr. Wargmvsnaw (Messrs. Turner and Co.), and Dr, 
Kang, The Governor has also nominated Mr. Campnent, of 
the Oriental Bank Corporation, as agent for the Colony‘in 
London, to whom Her Majesty's Commissioners can refer for 
information. 

Mr. Ruraerrorp Axcocs, Her Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary at Japan, reports that he has been 
actively engaged in collecting such objects as he thought best cal- 
culated to represent Japan and its actual state of progress in Arts 
and Manufactures in the Great Exhibition. : In this he has been 
cordially aided by the other members of the Legation and tho 
Consul at Kanagaws. Beyond our own consular estab- 
lishment, Mr. Atcock adds, it seems doubtful how far any 
effort in this direction can be counted upon. The Merchants 
are fow, and their opportunities very inadequate ; their co- 
operation, has, however, been invited. The extent and importance 
of the collection to be transmitted by Mr. Atcock may be judged 
of from the fact that it fills about thirty large packing cases. 
There is a fine collection of porcelain, another of bronzes, and 
a third of lacquer ; many specimens of each class are very large 
and beautiful. These are, in fact, the three branches of art and 
industry in which the Japanese more especially excel, ina way 
to rival the finest works of the same character in Europe. There 
are in addition amaller apecimens of ivory and wood carvings, 
silks, and other fabrics, imitation leather, books, pictures, 
toys, workmen’s tools, optical instruments, &., and also a col- 
lection of natural products, Mr. Atcock has avoided collect- 
ing specimens of arms, armour, harness, screens, and such like, 
conceiving it probable that Her Masesry may send presents, 
received from the Tycoon, which will sufficiently illustrate their 
progress in such arts. Mr. Alcock will probably be in England 
iB time to arrange the interesting collection which he has sent 

ome. 


Among the intending exhibitors at home who have applied 
for space for Eastern products are Messrs. Resa, Scummr, and 
Co., who will show a very handsome collection of Chinese and 
Japanese prodycts, including bronze, China silk, and specimens 
of Chinese art and manufacture, taken during the expedition 
to Peking, together with numerous varicties of raw silks 
cocoons, &. ,Mr. L. A. Moytetro will show Chinese cups 
and saucers, jewelled. Mr. Bensamin Seare, a beautiful collec- 
tion of Chinese porcelain, bronzes, wood, lacquer, and silk. Mr. 
Cuas. CopLanp, Chinese’drawings and oil paintings from native 
sketches, dessert service of engraved mother-o’-pearl shells, 
which has been much admired by the QuEEN, specimens of 
Chinese carving and varnishes, in which the Chinese are 
very superior to other nations, numerous specimens of paper, &. 

The coarse common paper of China is made from the culms 
of the bamboo; it is usually of a quality unfit for European 
books and newspapers, but in some places it is manufac- 
tured with such care as to answer for those purposes. 
The bark of the paper mulberry also contributes to the paper 
demand in China, and so does rice straw. The world of 
letters, Dr. Maccowan tells us, can derive no aid from Chinese 
rags uutil leather becomes more abundant in that country. 
Crispin claims them all for soles; the shoes of China have 
soles an inch thick, formed of suitably-prepared rags, faced 
with a thin strip of leather. The very well-prepared artificial 
leather recently imported from Japan, which far outstrips in 
appearance and durability the American cloth leather, is made 
from the paper mulberry bark, and is, in fact, a kind of wax- 
coated coloured paper. Messrs. Durant and Co, and other 
brokers, will doubtless show raw silks, while tobacco, copper, 
and other minerals, with various raw products, will be shown 
by many individuals, Messrs, W. Hewerr and Co. will 
also exhibit largely Chinese and Japanese manefac- 
tures, Messrs. Extiorr and Co, have also applied for 
space for a collective display of the various arts, pro- 
ducts, manufactures, workmanship, and general handi- 
craft of Hong Kong, China, and Japan. Messrs, VerrcH and 
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= 
Son also intend to be exhibitors of Japanese and Chinese 
product. 

‘All packages of goods intended for exhibition will be brought 
home by the Peninsular and Oriental Company's steamers, at 
the reduced freight of £15 per ton of 40 cubic feet, if ad- 
dressed to H.M.’s Commissioners for the Exhibition of 1862. 





MR. ALCOCK’S PAPER ON JAPAN. 


At the ‘meetings of the British Association, under the sec- 
tion Geography and Ethnology, a long and interesting account 
was read of a journey to the interior of Japan by Mr. 
Rutherford Alcock. It described his ascent of the sacred 
mountain of Fusiyama and a visit to the hot sulpher baths of 
Atami. ‘The paper concluded with tho remark that “all that 
was wanted for great commercial development and intercourse 
with Japan was the neutrality of the native authorities, 
banking facilities, a regular mail service, and a good survey of 
the eastern coast.” 





IMMIGRATION TO THE WEST INDIES. 
Asnonr tine since we published a letter in this journal 
from an intelligent correspondent, on the subject of Chinese 
Imnigration to British Guiana* From a private communi- 
cation just received from Demerara we extract the following 
paragraph in allusion to the same topic :— 


“ The letter which you inserted is trueenough. The Chinese are found 
very useful labourers, though rather difficult sometimes to manage, but they 
are far more intelligent and industrious than negroes, and more muscular than 
coolies from Hindostan. This isan admirable land for any one who has mere 
thews and sinews, with industry and a modicum of intelligence. There 
are hundreds of Portuguese from Madeira who a few years since landed 
here in rags, and are now the owners of large stores, drive in their car- 
riages, and, barring the want of education, are gentlemen in colonial 
society. Some are said to be worth £20,000 or £30,000. The Chinese, 
Tam told, by those who know them, will prove just as thrifty, as indus- 
trious, and as apt at money-making when they have worked out their 
indenture... . . No peasantry in Europe, so far as I have seen, 
are half so happy, physically, as our creoles and immigrant labourers. 
But the blacks are the most indolent, ignorant, and conceited people in 
‘existence, and if it had not been for immigration, all the British colonies 
in the West Indies (save Barbadoes, which stands by itself,) would long 
since have been abandoned to negro savagedom.” 


INDIA AND JAVA. 


Under this heading a long letter has been addressed by Mr. 
Money—with whose work on Java our readers have already 
been made acquainted—to the editor of The Times. We have 
only space to transcribe the concluding portion of it :-— 


“The people of England have not yet realised the fact that the transfer 
‘of India from the Company to the Crown gave them, besides the govern- 
ment of the country, enormous and most valuable private estates, and 
that it depends on them whether these estates shall continue unremunera- 
tive, as in the Company's hands, or shall give the English people as pro- 
portionatel ly large returns as Java does to Holland, ‘This alternative 
depends—first, on whether land tenures are to be left confused and con- 
flicting in the same land, or to be defined and limited to the sole owner- 
ship of a smaller proportionate share of the area; secondly, whether the 
Cultivation of these Crown lands is to be left to the unaided, and, for want 
of capital and civilisation, incompetent efforts of native peasants; or 
whether the cultivation of the same land by the same peasants is to be 
guided by English energy, knowledge, and experience, and assisted by the 
improved tools and more effcfent and remunerative processes secured by 
the intelligent application of capital. 

“Ta Java Government supplied the capital which would otherwise not 
have been forthcoming, but jhe private enterprise and large means of 
Manchester and London are sufficient, as soon as the subject is under- 
‘stood, to provide all the capital required for India. In Java the Govern- 
ment had always kept landed rights clearly defined and distinct in a quasi- 
freehold form, so that there was no more difficulty in applying the culture 
system to Java Crown lands than an English freehold proprietor feels in 
leasing to a farmer the home farm, which the owmer has heretofore been 
himself cultivating, and in making over to the farmer the farm servants, 
day labourers, and cottage tenants within the limits of the home farm. In 
India our confused quasi copyhold tenure prevents this being done, in like 
manner as an English lord of the manor could not so deal with his copy- 
hold tenants’ holding. But even there our Government is really regarded by 
the native tenants as their lord of the manor, and, as such, could, without 
any complaint, lease to English cotton growers any portion of the large 
‘wastes adjoining almost every village, so long as sufticient waste was left 
for the pasturage of the village cattle and the necessary timber required, 
which are the only interests that the villagers even pretend to in these 
‘wastes, 

“ With regard to village holdings not waste, the remedy in India is the 
‘ame as in England, enfranchisement, and the reduction of the conflicting 
Copyhold interests to freehold rights in smaller areas, when each, for the 
ee time, acquires the sole and absolute powers n to enable bim 

cultivate bis separate share of the formerly joint property in the most

profitable manner. As soon as a similar enfranchisement were effected in 
India large areas of Crown lands, still bearing a dense cottier tenantry of 
free labourers, would be available, on large portions of which cotton 
farmers, with Manchester capital, would soon make England independent 
of any other country for cotton, | The other great impediment—difficulty 
of transit would vanish before the requireinents of a large body of cotton 
farmers, and India and England would enter into the close business rela- 
tions and mutual dependence of producer and consumer, both for the raw 
material and the manufactured article. The experience of Java shows 
that, while such would be the mutual benefits to the people both of Eng- 
land and India, these Indian Crown lands would be so directly increased 
in value by similar improved modes and objects of culture that India, in a 
few years, could hardly help giving a large surplus revenue to England 
from the profits of Crown lands alone, without the slightest pressure on 
the Indian people.” 


ENGLISH TRADE WITH CHINA. 

The weck before last Colonel Sykes, BI.P, read a paper before 
the British Association at Manchester, entitled “Notes on the 
Progress and Prospects of the Trade of England with China 
since 1833,” of which we present an abstract :— 

Whether our past policy towards China has been just or not the 
extension of our commercial relations with the Chinese is sufficient! 
remarkable. In 1814 the total amount of imports and exports on British 
account was about £5,750,000. In 1826 the value exceeded £ 7,000,000, 
and for the last five years of the East India Company's monopoly the ave- 
rage value of the company’s and the private trade in which they permitted 
their servants to engage approached to £10,000,000. Since the act of 
1833, which deprived the company of their monopoly, a rush of competing 
interests has increased the trade fully fourfold. In 1856 the value, inde- 
pendent of the opium trade with India, amounted to £17,526,198. The 
exports excecded the imports by nearly ¢4,000,000, which must have 
been paid to China in silver ; but. as the balance of trade between India 
and China has always been in favour of India, the silver from Euro) 
found its way to lidia through China in payment for opium, and this 
fact assists to account for the silver which pours into India annually 
and does not leave the country again. If we pass from this com= 
prehensive view of the trade of the five treaty in 1857 
to an examination of the enormous increase of the exports 
from Shanghai for a succession of years, without a commen- 
surate increase of imports, facts present themselves which militate 
against probabilities, From Shanghai in 1844-45 the export of tea was 
only 3,800,627 Ibs., and the bales of silk, 6,433, ‘The very next year the 
quantity of tea was quadrupled, and the bales of silk rose to 18,192. An 
inereaced export voll in tea ant alk took place annually, and the year the 
Rebels took possession of Nanking the export of tea rose to 69,431,000 
Ibs., and the bales of silk to 28,076. In 1853-54, as might have been 
expected from the confusion consequent upon the subrersion of the Tartar 
authorities, the export of tea fell to 50,843,847 Ibs., but singularly enough, 
the bales of silk rose to 58,319 ; but still more singularly, the export of 
tea rose to the greatest amount it had ever exhibited from Shanghai— 
namely, 30,221,245 Ibs. and the silk to 53,965 bales. From that year the 
export of tea fluctuated from 39,135,939 Ibs. in 1858-59, to 58,463,771 
Ibs. in 1859-60; the silk, nevertheless, maintained very high figures. In 
1856-57 it rose to 92,160 bales, the greatest amount exported in one year ; 
and in 1860 the export had not fallen below 67,874 bales. If we con- 
trast the first and the last of the sixteen years, a marvellous pi bad 
been made in the export trade. Tea had increased more than J,300 per 
cent., and silk more than 950 per cent. Looking to the destina- 
tion of the exports in 1860, it is found that Great Britain 
took more than one-half the tea, $1,621,204 lbs, but only 
19,084 bales of silk. The United States took the next 
greatest amount of tea, 18,299,388 Ibs, s0 that the Anglo-Saxon 
race, including our American brethren, would seem to be the 
greatest tea drinkers, for the rest of the world appears to have taken onl: 
about 3,000,000 lbs. America took only 1,554 bales of silk, but 47,099 
bales went to the continent of Europe and coastwise. Another 
comprised the export trade in tea and silk from the treaty ports of China, 
except Ningpo, from the year 1843-44 to 1857-58 to Great Britain. The 
greatest amount of tea in any one of those years sent to Great Britain 
‘was 91,931,800 Ibs., and 50,489 bales of silk” in 130 vessels in 1855.56, 
chiefly from Canton and Shanghai, although Foo-choo contributed 
26,764,700 Ibs, The next year 61,468,600 Ibs. of tea were sent from the 
same ports, but silk rose to 74,215 bales in 113 vessels, but in neither year 
did Foochoo contribute @ bale of silk. In 1857-58 the number of ‘ves- 
sels engaged in the trade was 149, and they took 76,744,400 lbs. of tea, 
and 60,736 bales of silks. Another trade report gives the export for 
the four months of the season 1860.61, and it would appear that 
the export of tea has diminished as compared with the nine months 
of the three preceding years, but that the export of silk has in- 
creased from 56,076 to 70,305 bales; France taking but 6,596 of the 
number. Although an important item in the trade with China could not 
appear in the official trade reports, in consequence of its having been con- 
traband, I must, nevertheless, give it prominent notice from the great 
value it bore to the whole trade, independently of any considerations for 
the political, military, and social results which the persistent efforts to force 
itinto China have effected—I mean opium. The Tartar Government, 
with extraordinary resolution, have resisted the introduction of opium into 
China, imposing ‘even the penalty of death upon the parties engaged in 
smuggling, and this is the more remarkable, as the Tartar authorities were 
quite alive to the very great revenue they might have derived from its legal 
introduction. They nevertheless chose to forego this advantage, and even 
risk hostile collision with us rather than admit it; for whatever the pretext 
for our wars with China, they really originated in the opium complications 
and our smuggling transactions. Unhappily it was our interest to stimulate 
taste for a luxury which once indulged becomes a constitutional ne- 
cessity. Even when the Tartar Government was almost paralysed by 
the capture of Nanking, Sir Henry Pottinger could not get a clause in- 
serted in the treaty of Nanking legalising the traffic in opium, and it was 
only by the capture by Peking and the complete prostration of the Tartar 
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Government that the object was effected. Difficulties have arisen from 
the operation of the opium clause, and more formidable impediments come 
from parties with whom we had not previously been in contact, and the 
result may be that we may be again involved in wasting our blood and 
treasure to effect that object with the rebels, or Taipings, which it has 
cost England so dearly to effect with the Tartars. After noticing at some 
jength the nature of the contests between the rebels and the Tartars, the 

llant colonel concluded by saying :—I can only consider the question 
in relation to the prospects of Britih trade with China. The 








expenditure of British blood and treasure in three successful 
wars have extorted from the Tartars all the faci that 
the British trader desired to have, leaving, however, in Tartar 


breasts a burning resentment at the degradation of the Imperial Go- 
vernment, and in Tartar officials a manifest disposition to obstructive 
subterfuges in carrying out the treaty of Tien-tsin. ‘The Taipings, ‘or 
Rebels, on their part, issue proclamations professing amity for foreigners, 
calling them Christian brethren, and inviting them to enter into commer- 
cial relations, but with one exception, The traffic in opium they de- 
nounce as a religious ordinance, and threaten the penalty of death to those 
who engage in it. The taxpayers of England will, therefore, have to de- 
Termine whether we are to tread in our former steps, and for one article of 
commerce waste life and money to force upon a reluctant people for self- 
ish gain a deleterious product, while at the same time we crush a national 
movement to throw off a foreign oppression, whieh under analagous cir- 
cumstances in Europe has had our warmest sympathy, and at the success 
of which all free men rejoice. . 








Literature. 


About five years ago M. Sinibaldo de Mas, Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of the Queen of Spain in China, published a small 
volume or pamphlet entitled “L’Angleterre, la Chine ct 
Lilnde,” in which he endeavoured to show that the hatred 
manifested towards foreigners in Canton and in other parts of 
China, did not show the real fecling of the Chinese, but was 
the result of undcrhand dealing on the part of the Mantchu 
Dynasty. Many important events have occurred in the Far 
East since 1857, and the author of this brochure judged cor- 
rectly in thinking thet it would be well to take a more ex- 
tended survey of Eastern politics in their relation to European 
Powers. The result is the publication in two volumes of a 
work entitled “Le Chine et les Puissances Chrétiennes,” which 
has just reached us. We shall give a notice of it in a future 
issue ; at present we can only say that judging from the table 
of contents, aud from a hasty glance at the work, we expect 
considcrable pleasure in its perusal. It is published at Paris 
by Hachette and Co. 

We have never been able to give that praise to Mr. Atkin 
son’s “Travels in the Regions of the TWpper and Lower 
Arhoor” which has been awarded to him in other perio- 
dicals, Mr. Atkinson was undoubtedly a man of great energy 
and ability, and it may seem invidious now that he is gone to 
disinter his faults. Such a task is not pleasant, but it is, 
unfortunately, necessary. Many of our leading journals in 
noticing the death of this enterprising traveller have said that 
for our knowledge of the Amoor we are indebted principally to 
his work, and that his personal investigations in that region, 
while charmingly described, may be thoroughly relied on. In 
fact, Mr. Atkinson is regarded by these writers as an authority 
on all taatters relating to the Amoor. This opinion, if erro- 
neous, calls for special refutation in our journal, and that 
it is erroncous we think the following facts will prove. In 
Mr. Atkinson's imposing volume, scarcely one hundred pages 
are devoted to the Amoor at all, and these are little better 
than an extract from Mr. Maack’s volume published in 1859, 
by the Russian Geographical Society. 

This, no doubt, is the work referred to in the preface as “ re- 
cently published by the Russian Government,” and the por- 
traits of natives coptained in Mr. Atkinson’s book are copied 
from it. This, indeed, he admits; but we find that the group 
of hunting dogs (p. 499) is derived from the same source, and 
the frontispiece, purporting to be a view west of the Khingan 
mountains, by some remarkable coincidence has all the appear- 
ance of being compiled from Plates 4, 5, and 11 of Maack’s 
work, representing respectively a view above the Khingan, one 
below it, and Manguns ina boat. In fact, we find combined 
here within the compass of a single picture, scenery lying 300 
miles apart. The only original feature is a large tree on the 
left. The two other views referring to the Amoor contained 
in Mr. Atkinson’s volume are not derived from Maack’s work ; 
their authenticity, uuder the circumstances, may, however, be 
doubted, 

The first question to be asked is, when did these al- 
leged “Travels on the Amoor” take place, for, strange to 
say, Mr, Atkinson has carefully avoided mentioning any 
dates! In 1858 he published his “Oriental and Western 


Siberia ;” Narrative of Seven Years’ Adventures and Explora- 
tions.” This work gives not a single date, but from the 
“Travels on the Amoor” we learn that the author was in 1847 
at Bisk, preparing to enter tho Mongolian steppes, a journey 
described in his first work. We may conclude from this that 
the seven years’ explorations extended at latest to 1853, that 
is from 1847 to 1853, According to the route map appended 
to the first work Mr, Atkinsou did not then approach to within 
500 iniles of the Amoor, nor is it likely he descended the 
Amoor previous to 1853, for the first Government expedition 
only started in 1854. It was, however, possible that Mr. 
Atkinson might have visited the Amoor subscquently to the 
publication of his first work, that is between 1858 and 1860, 
It would have been possible in the course of eighteen months 
to proceed through Siberia, descend the Amoor, and return to 
Europe by sca. But this supposition is as little tenable as the 
former. In 1858 the Russians occupied nearly 100 stations 
along the course of the river, the towns of Blagovesh-chensk, 
Khabarooka, and Sofyevsk, had been found by Count 
Muravief, and five steamers and numerous barges 
navigated the Amovor. Of all this Atkinson tells us 
nothing. The only stations he mentions are Mariinsk, Mik- 
hailoosk and Nikolayevsk, all of which existed in 1855, that is 
the time when Maack descended the river. The fact of Mr, 
Atkinson's account being a mere abstract of Maack, added to in 
a few instances, but generally to the detriment of the original, 
is casily perceptible. On page 125 Maack gives a series of 
metcorological observations ; in Mr. Atkinson's work, p. 447, 
we find the same figures, and not even the date of the month 
has been changed to the Gregorian calendar. Mr. Maack relates 
the death of the Romish missionaries de la Bruniere and 
Venault ; Mr. Atkinson follows suit without deeming it worth 
while to inquire into the truth of this statement, which he 
might have done easily by reference to the “Annals of the 
Propagation of the Faith,” published in London. 

In several instances historical reminiscences dispersed 
through the work have been embellished by Mr. Atkinson’s 
pen; in others mistakes are made which betoken ignorance or 
inattention. For instance, in referring to a man named Beiton 
who played an important part in the early wars between the 
Russians and Chinese, Mr. Atkinson affirms, “on the best au- 
thority” that he was an Englishman, whereas the best authority 
on the point is derived from some old documents brought to 
light by Muller, which affirm that Breton was a German noble- 
man in the service of Poland. Another and amusing error into 
which Mr. Atkinson has fallen is his belief that the word 
“Tusemtz” stands for a particular tribe, when a reference to a 
Russian dictionary would have shown him that it means 
“pative.” Many other errors more or less important might be 
added to those we have mentioned, but we have said enough to 
prove that Mr. Atkinson's book, however well written, can never 
be looked upon as an authority on the regions of the Amoor.

THE OPIUM TRADE. 

Aconsiderable fall in the opium revenue is anticipated. Sir Bartle 
Frere estimates the loss in Bengal at £685,000, and in Bombay at 
£263,000, or @ total of £950,000. This bas mainly arisen from the cost 
of cultivation having been increased by one-fourth, In fact, since 1854, 
there has been a general rise of prices throughout the greater part of 
India, of which we have the most convincing proof in the military returns 
—an unusual number of sepoys willingly accepting their 
they could gain more as labourers than they received as pay. 
of wages for the culture of the poppy was 6s. 6d. in 1854; it has now risen 
to 1Us., and the tendency is to augmentation. This sufficiently accounts 
for the decline in the opium revenue, which, excepting for medical pur- 
.oses, is only grown for exportation to China, and the settlements of 
enang, Singapore, an Some chests are also purchased by 
the Dutch Government ; and, by a treaty betweea Great Britain and Siam, 
opium is imported, free of duty, into that country. The culture of this 
drug was always a monopoly in the hands of the East India Company, and 
they retained it after the Charter of 1833, which deprived them of all 
their commercial and trading inleges, in defiance of the spirit of the 
Act of Srd and 4th William 1V. The resson assigned was, that it was a 
source of revenue, and, therefore, a fiscal, instead of a commercial, opera- 
tion; but this was deemed a sophism by free-traders, whose objections, 
however, were overruled. ‘The plan was this—the Company advanced 
money, oF, in reality, wages to the ryots, binding them to deliver the juice 
to the Company, by whose servants it was conveyed to the factories, and 
there manufact Other servants*forwarded it to Calcutta, where it 
was sold by public auction, and the excess of the sale prices over the cost 
of production constituted the profit, which was esti as public revenue. 
Now that the Company is abolished, and India is placed under Parlia- 
mentary Government, & question may arise whether this monopoly ought 
to be continued. Mr. St. George Tucker, a zealous advocate of the 

















Company, in the memorable letter he addressed to Mr. Canning, con~ 
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demned the system, obverving that “the Chinese are certainly made to 

yy very dearly for our opium, but they in return make us pay very dearly 
for their teas ;” and it is clear that the British consumers of tea are thus 
indirectly made to pay an additional price for the article that has become 
‘a necessary of life, and is ore of the few luxuries of our poorer classes, 
‘There is another point of view under which the commerce of this drug 
is to be consider The Chinese export to England tea and silk to a 
large amount, without taking anything approaching to a corresponding 
amount of British manufacture in return. They receive payment for 
these exports to a great extent in the 70,000 chests of opium, which, on 
an average, they annually import. It is, therefore, in reality the British 
importer of tea and silk who provides the opium, for which’ he must pay 
India in merchandise or bullion. The drug, therefore, plays a consider- 
able part in Indian finance, though the amount, of course, fluctuates. 
‘Thus, in 1847, the revenue derived from it was £2,700,000; in 1856 it 
had increased to £4,87],227 ; and for the financial year ending 30th 
April, 1860, it amounted to £6,071,022. It is, however, a precarious 
source of income, tainted with the immorality of illicit traffic—and it led 
to our first war with China, The drug destroys the health and shortens 
the life of the smoker, and it is clear that, as its use extends, the money 
expended on it is a deduction from what would otherwise be laid out in 
the purchase of our manufactures. That it is a contraband trade is noto- 
rious, and the fact of the opium being made up in balls, according to 
Chinese weights, clearly points to the destination of the commodity.— 
Morning Chronicle. 

















Monetary anv Commercial. 





‘The Bank directors have lowered the minimum rate of dis- 
count to 4 per cent, and it is probable that they may have to 
make another early reduction, as the money market is remark- 
ably easy. The current rate in Lombard-street for good bills 
is 3§ to 33 percent. Although the money market just now 
ia very easy, and likely to be more so, the rate will assuredly 
go up during ‘the winter, and mercantile difficulties are 
looked for with uneasy apprehension. 

Gold continues to flow into the Bank, swelling its reserves 
of notes and bullion and preparing the way for the anticipated 
reduction in the rate. The only drawback is the chance of re- 
newed shipments of gold to America. The general movements 
of the precious metals, however, are in favour of this country. 
That commercial and monetary affairs in America are approach- 
ing a crisis of considerable magnitude there cannot be a doubt. 
Business between the North and South is completely suspended, 
with a repudiation of all debts due by the South to the North. 
This, with the heavy expenditure of the war, is disorganising 
both financial and mercantile affairs, and_a crash cannot be 
long delayed. 

The spirit of the Northern merchants seems broken, 
and everyone expresses himself as if the present con- 
dition of affairs must soon lead to a convulsion that may alter 
all the calculations of politicians. The high duties have nearly 
stopped all business, except such as arises out of the wasteful 
demands of war, and the credit of the trading community is 
so much shaken, and the future is considered to be so dark, 
that there are few who will enter upon any transactions, except 
for cash. It was expected that the announcement of the Go- 
vernment having succeeded in obtaining a loan of £10,000,000 
from the associated banks would for the moment have created 
a better feeling, but it had wholly failed to do so, and at the 
departure of the mail everything seemed at the worst. The 
option granted to the banks to contract for the remaining 
£20,000,000 that must be obtained before December is not 
connected with any guarantee that they will actually supply it. 
The virtual suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act has created 
general alarm, and it is found that no one can leave the country 
without o passport. Many people are sending money to Europe 
for safety. Bills on London were in demand, and the leading 
banking firms had put their rate up to 1073, 

The general rates of discount on the Continent remain with- 
out much alteration, except at Paris, where the grain importa- 
tions have caused money to be in demand at 4} to 3 per cent. 
At Hamburg the charge is 2} por cent, at Frankfort 2 per 
cent., at Amsterdam 3 per cent., at Berlin 4 per cent., and at 
Vienna 5 per cent, At Brussels the bank rate was raised to 
4 per cent. 

The stock markets are all very much better than of late. 
The easy state of the money market and the abundance of 
capital is at Inst forcing people to find investments on the 
Stock Exchange. The English funds and railway shares—in 
fact everything is buoyant, with an- active business. Consols

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS, 


The first six months of 1860 and 1861 show the totals of exports of 
British and Irish produce and manufactures to have been to foreign coun. 
tries and British ions, respectively, £62,019,989 and £60,143,425¢ 
ora falling off to the extent of £1,876,564 in the current years, of which 
£548,300 is the decrease of exports to British possessions. To the East 
Tudies alone the decrease is £461,463, and to Singapore £291,748, and 
to Australia, £192,138, whilst British North America, Guiana, Mauritius, 
&c., show an increase more or less. 

To China, the exports during the half-year amounted to £3,204,245; 
Siam, £14,516 ; Java, £586,046 ; Philippine Islands, £473,656 (against 
£182,110 in 1860); Singapore, £554,224 ; Ceylon, £309,503, and the 
East Indies, £7,764,044. 

To foreign countries the greatest diminution took place in our exports 
to the United States, which from £9,966,647 in 1860 fell to £5,295,077 
i being a decrease of £4,071,570. The decrease in our exports to 
£1,257,067 in 1861 ; to a few other countries the decrease has 
been trifling, whilst on the other hand the increase has been general to 
most of them, as to France, £818,520, the total export to that country 
having been £3,142,185, against £2,320,665 in the first half-year of 1860. 
Spain, Portugal, Denmark, Holland, and Belgium, even Mexico, &c., 
have been better customers; but to the Hanse Towns our exports have 
fallen from £5,252,244 in 1860 to 4,188,818 in 1861, being a decrease 
of £1,043,426, which, however, is less when we take the total exports to 
Germany, including Austria, and which amounted in the first six months 
of 1860 to £6,790,901, and the same period of 1861 to £6,150,271, 30 
that Germany is now, since the falling off in our exports to the United 
States, with the sole exception of the East Indies, our best customer. 

For the seven months ending Slst July the exports of some of the prin- 
cipal British manufactures and produce have been to the Far East, viz., 


to China:— 

Cottons: 177,037,263 yards in 1861, against 102,351,015 yards in same 
period 1859, and 190,838,790 yards in 1860; valued at 22,284,839 in 
1861, against £1,419,569 in 1859, and £1, in 1860. 

Cotton yarn : The exports daring the month of July were insignificant as 
compared with the exports during the same months in 1859 and 1860,— 
having been only 40,000 Ibs. against 1,278,939, and $87,800 in 1850 and 
1860. For the sqven months, however, we have an increase in the year 
1860, the quantities having been in pounds, in 1859, 6,060,639 ; in 1860, 
4,717,462 ; and in 1861, 5,831,530 ; valued at £280,801, £231,049, and 
£240,042, 

Lead shows still an increased demand, the quantities exported having 
been, in tons, in 1856, 2,199, and 3,551, valued at £41,056, £49,773, 
and £77,934, in 1859, 1860, and 1861. 

‘Woollens show an increase in the quantities but not in the value; the 
pieces exported were 44,739, 61,221, and 66,450; valued at £209,749, 
£825,305, and £289,762, in 1859, 1860, and 1861. . 

Worsted Stuffs have been sent in 1859, pieces, 65,249, against 48,347 
and 55,072 in 1860 and 1861; valued at £157,711, £311,490, and 


£227,658. 

‘The value of these five items is £3,120,235, being more than the total 
value of annual exports, during any of the years to 1858 inclusive. 

To Java the export of cottons has been in , 90,479,819, 
40,588,925, and 29,554,795, valued at £447,675, £633,560, and 
£447,572, in 1859, 1860, and 186). 

To the Philippine Islands the increase of the exported cotton goods 
has been great. We exported in 1839, 1860, and 1861 respectively, 
yards, 12,501,146, 7,887,217, and 25,541,541, valued at £163,490 
£121,178, and £424,492. 

‘To Singapore during the seven months of 1861 we exported cotton 
goods, yards 98,656,453, valued at £393,710, and cotton yarn, Ibs. 
1,204,578, worth £77,781; and to Ceylon, cottons, yards 12,493,870, 
valued at £215,102, and yarns, 106,150lbs., of £8,022 value. 

To the British East Indles the cottons exported in 1861 were 
410,110,835 yards, valued at £4,979,090, and of yarn the quantity was 
13,931,815Ibs., worth £814,789. 


‘The total exports of cottons, such as calicoes, cambrics, muslins, fustians, 
and mixed stuffs, was £21,117,918, of which the countries in the East, 
abovenamed, took to the extent of £8,745,585 during the first seven 
months of 1861. 


The other cottons exported, such as lace, stockings, counter jeans, and 
small wares, and thread for sewing, amounted to £815,085; but how much 
of this went to the East the Board of ‘rade Returns do not show. 

A half-yearly meeting of the Ottoman Bank has been held, 
Mr, H, A. Bruce, MLP,, in the chair, when the report, recom- 
mending a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, free 
of Income-tax, was adopted unanimously. It was stated that 
the past year has been one of great commercial depression, 
which has especially pressed upon Turkey, In that country 
there has not only been financial distress, but disturbances both 
religious and political, and also foreign intervention. ‘The bu- 
siness of the bank has consequently been restricted, and the 
profits proportionably lessened, but the period has nevertheless 
been productive of valuable experience. 

On the present state of affairs in Mexico the city article of 
The Times has the following :—* The news from Mexico is the 
most favourable that, under the circumstances, could have been 
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hoped, since it announces that the Mexican Government 
andj Congress, by attempting new acts of spoliation, 
have at length caused the representatives of France 
and England to break off diplomatic intercourse, pre- 
paratory, it may be assumed, to more vigorous measures. 
As the Mexican importations this year are believed to 
have nearly doubled those of 1860, the proportion of the du- 
ties belonging to the British creditors would have gone far 
towards paying the interest of their claims, and it is simply a 
question whether the robbery of these duties shall continue, 
or whether the British Government will order the ships of war 
stationed at Vera Cruz to insist upon their collection. Al- 
though the annual loss to this country is £300,000, the indif- 
ference manifested by our Foreign-office during the last three 
years to the personal and pecuniary outrages inflicted on 
British subjects has been such as to lead the Mexicans to rely 
upon perfect impunity, and it is probable that but for the deter- 
mination of France not to tolerate any longer the existing state 
of affairs, our people would still have clamoured in vain for pro- 
tection and redress. Hitherto the United States have inter- 
fered os far as possible to prevent any concerted action that 
might place the Republic in a position of respectability and 
strength, their avowed policy having been to contrive that the 
nation should ‘drink the cup of anarchy to the very dregs,’ 
until it should fall to them without a struggle. But these 
influences are now at an end, at the very moment when the 
fruit is ready to drop, and there is good ground to hope that 
the present year will not close without ‘the removal of the dis- 
grace inflicted on the humanity and civilisation of all the coun- 
tries of the world by the fact of their permitting the horrors 
of the last three years to continue. Bad as were the outrages 
of the Chinese, they never exceeded those which, month by 
month, havo been perpetrated on English subjects and other 
foreigners in Mexico.” 

The wise policy of working short time as a precaution 
against the contingencies of the cotton supply, and of the 
glutted state of distant markets for manufactured goods, con- 
tinues to make progress. According to the Manchester Guar- 
dian several spinning and weaving establishments at Staley- 
bridge, Oldham, Preston, Blackburn, Burnley, and Clitheroe 
have limited their operations to four days a week.

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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


Tea.—Latterly there has been a marked improvement in the tone of 
the market, with a slight re-action in prices. The really fine weather, and 
prospect of a fair out-tum of the harvest, with a further reduction in the 
Bank rate to 4 per cent., has imparted confidence to the trade, who have 
bought more freely; whilst of Tayshan Congous, and low to good com. 
mon qualities, there have been some speculative purchases, which has 
strengthened the position of these kinds. The sales of low to fair com- 
mon Congou, at public auction, at prices varying from 7d. to 10d. per 
Ib., led to some inquiry, partly for speculation and partly for export, and 
a considerable quantity has changed hands. Good common we still quote 
104d. to 11d. per Ib., with a moderate demand ; fair flavoury kinds have 
sold irregularly, and at very low prices, from which we now quote a re- 
covery of about $d. to Id. per Ib. Common to good Ho-Hows have been 
much depressed, but latterly have been in demand at an advance of about 
Id. per lb, Good Ning Chows and second-class Monings and Wopaks 
are now wanted at fully former prices. Good and fine Kaisows remain 
rauch as before; of finest there are but few on offer, and the trade are 
now looking for the new arrivals, which may be shortly expected. 
Fine Monings and Wopaks have been in fair demand at former prices, In 




















‘Tayshan Congous there, have been extensive chases, and prices show - 
an advance of about Id. per lb. from the ibrest point. Is Souchoug, 
there has been but little doing. Oolongs of all kinds but fine have been 
much depressed, and sales made at very low prices. Flowery Pekoes have 
been sold at public auction at irregular but very low prices, which has led 
to a speculative inquiry, in the face of the alteration of the Russian tariff, 
and prices have rallied a little for grades under 1s. 6d. per Ib, Low and 
commen Scented Capers have been heavy of sale at the former quotations 
as also common to fair Scented Orange Pekoes ; good and fine, especiall 
Capers, are very scarce, and would command full prices. Foo-Chow kin 
show no material alteration. Uneoloured Japan teas were taken freely 
but at low prices, owing to the great scarcity of Green tea, both for home 
Cosme and export. Latterly the demand has caused an advance of 
1d, to 2d. per Ib. Green teas have become very scarce ; the demand for 
export has taken off nearly all on offer at still higher prices than before, and 
the stock on the market is almost ex! "The Glencoe bas arrived, 
but her teas are not yet on show, but are expected to realise very extrema 
prices. There have been four public sales during the month, com- 
rising 76,600 packages, of which $5,500 packages found buyers, including 
31,400 packages offered without reserve, and 2,360 packages Assam growth. 
The stock on the Ist of September of all descriptions of Black was, in 
London, 50,566,949 Ibs., and of Green, 3,127,810 lbs. The total de- 


livery was 49,182,421 Ibs. of Black, and 7,069,406 Ibs. of Green. The 


‘stock at Liverpool was, of Black, 3,554,891 Ibs., and of Green, 42,076 Ibe, 
The total delivery of Black was 5,190,100 Ibs., and of Green, 406,894 Ibs. 
The imports in London to the lst of September have been, of Black,

We fear it is ratber bad trade than 
bad quality that prevents the silk being sold. We doubt the silk being 
worse than last year, and thus far, at any rate, it is finer in size. In Japan 
silk some considerable parcels have been sold at low prices : this silk still 
comes forward in very uncomfortably small breaks, Bengal silk,as shown by 
the deliveries, continues much neglected—Chinese thrown silk entirely 80, 
In Italian silk some few bales are sold occasionally ; the low prices, in 
comparison with former years, inducing manufacturers to try to turn them 
to account.
